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LEGISLATION BY THE STATES: ACCOUNTABILITY AND 

ASSESSMENT IN EDUCATION ^ [ . 



Section I. Introduction 

Nine laws which contain characteristics of the concept of 
accountability are reported in Legislation by the States: 
Accountability and Assessment in Education, an 
annually updated report of the Cooperative 
Accountability Project. Seven new or amended laws were 
^enacted in 1975 legislative sessions; two of the laws were 
passed in earlier sessions. The states that enacted these 
statutes are New Jersey with two laws, Florida with three 
laws, and Mississippi, Ohio, Oregon, and Kansas, each 
with one law. The contents of the nine laws, discussed in 
Section II of this report, consist of directives and 
recomntendation^ for comprehensive planning, evaluation 
programs, assessment of student performance, state 
d local district educational goals ami performance 
objectives, management information systems, teaching 
competencies and inservice teacher education programs, 
and school accreditation based upon performance. . 

Mississippi is the only new state to be added to the roster 
of states that currently have some kind of legislation 
related to accountability, a number which totaled 31 
states in Novcn#Cr, 1975. This total docs not include two 
more with Joint Resolutions noted in Table 1 which are 
not laws in the true sense of the derinition,'but which are 
being implemented as if they were law. Table 1 presents 
the status of accountability legislation jn ^November, 
1975, by listing the states which haVe enacted laws and * 
those which have not. A cumulative graph indicates thfe 
increasing number of states that have enacted such 
legislation during the past ten years, reflecting a growth 
pattern which rose steeply from 1971 to 1973, but which 
shows signs of tapering off by 1975. 

Many bill^ introduced in 1975 did not become law either 
becausd they engendered political difficulties, could not 
be funded, or were not wanted by state education agencies 
and were defeated. The Education Confimission of the 
States j)0ted in its June 30, 1975, issue of Legislative 
Reviey^ that 60 bills with accountability elements had 
been introduced since the beginning of the 1975 
legislative sessions. The majority of the 60 bills, however, 
died in committee, were killed, or were vetoed by state 
governors. Some of the bills still may be pending or they 
may be reintroduced in the January, 1976, legislative 
sessions. Kentucky will be.introducing the "Educational 
Accountability Act of 1 976" in January, which marks the 
start of a 90-day session in that state. The bill lists general 
educational goals and requires the Kentucky Department 
of Education, wth the assistance of an advisory group, to 
present the Governor with a pian for achieving these goals 
by April, 1977. The Joint Interim Comniittee of the 
Kentucky State Legislature has agreed to tha^, and 
there is a chance that it will become 4aAv in 1976. The 
Massachusetts State Board of Education is -refiling a bill 
for assessment inlfie state's 1976 legislative se^ion. In 
addttfon to the statewide assessment program for 
evaluating the effectiveness of education in^ certain 



subject areas, incentive grants will be provided to cities, 
towns, and regional school districts for instittiting lospal 
assessment programs. New Jersey will be introducing a 
bill in 1976 for a management information system. A 
California Senate bill, which would Have amended the 
well-known Stull Act for evaUiatirtg the performance of 
certificated employees, died in committee. A second bill 
introduced by the California Assembly for affirmative 
action, which had some accountability-related methods, 
was vetoed by the Governor. 

Not all states have laws relating to accountability. Some 
departments of education and their local school districts 
are opposed to mafnd^ted accountability, but this does not 
mean that these states do not engage in programs that 
strive for accountability. Whether or not a law has been 
passed, there, isn't a state in the nation that has not 
introduced in its educationsll planning some means for 
attaining accountable results. A reviow of state education 
'agency reports in ' the Wisconsin State Educational 
Accountability Repository (SEAR) indicates that 
accountability has become a factor in the educational 
plans and programs of all state education agencies and 
that the concept is beginning to reach th^' local school. 
districts as well. Methods for achieving accountability are 
revealed in programs for planning; assessment and 
evaluation programs; program planning-and-budgeting 
systems; management information systems; manage- 
ment-by-objectives systems; accreditation of schools 
based upon performance; various competency-based 
teacher education and certification programs; and in' 
programs that are expressly titled accpuntability 
programs. • 

Table 2 indicates what kinds bf programs associated with 
methcKls for attaining accountability are being operated 
or piloted in the 50 atates. We emphasize thTt the 
development of this Table is based sdely upon state 
education agency reports \n SfeAR. Omissions in the 
Table are quite possible because SEAR may ;iot contain 
information about every pfoject a state is piloting or 
beginning to implement. Some states are piloting or 
beginning to implement programs allied to accpuntability 
but are not yet at the stage where printed reports about 
the programs'are available. 




UThe identification of the programs in Tajjkrl does not 
\mcah that all the states are conducting full-blown 
1 programs in all the areas checked. Some of the programs 
\are being piloted on an experimental basis; some are 
crating in a*few school districts on .a voluntary, try-out 
basis. This situation is particularly applicable to 
competency- based teacher education progi;ams, several of 
which are being tried out on a pilot basis in the teacher 
preparation prograhis of the - states', colleges and 
universities. Most of the pilot support goes to thetea^fier 
preparation institutions, but cbnsiderable support also is 
directed to inservice program devclopmentin tfrclocal "

' ' ^ Section II. Legtslation Enacted in t975 
New Jersey Chapter 212, Laws of 1975 



One of the more iiUcrcsting of the new 1975 laws, in Itgh't 
of the attention paid to school financing in recent y^rs. is 
d New' Jersey statute enacted in September ofi975 which 

xntails a comp^rebensivo^educational pl^n lied in with a 
state aid program to implement the system. Intense public 

.interest was created in New Jersey .when the' State 
Supreme^ ^Coun in ^197 J upheld thcf decision of the ' 
Superior Court (Robinson vs. C-ahill)^ that the current 
method of financing public cducatio/i in the^ate was 

• unconstitutional, and the system would have to be 
changed. New Jersey's St^te Constitution says that ;'the 
njaintcnance and support of a thorough and efficient 
System of free public schools for the mstruction of all the 
children in the state between the ages of five and eighteen 
years is a legislative responsibility/' .The Cpurt 
determined thai the present financing method faU^d to 

-^jiflvidc the "thcrtTOugh and effiaent'' s>stera required 
under T^;^tatc-.£oristitutibn. Tbe Court .directaJ the 
state to' dcftSt-«Jiat©3iIca^ obligation was intenlicd ' 
by the ph/ase, "^thorStigfe^nd efficient," and ofdcred the 
New Jersey State Legislature to develop a plan for 
financing a system of education to meet' the constitutional 
mandate by ^cccm"bef 3 L 1 974. 

The State Board of Education appointed a Task Force 
(composed of Statt Board members, the Contmissioner 
of Education, and. the New Jersey. Department of 
Edifcation's division heads ) to come up wi^a definition 
of "thorough and efficient" educatjj^^'^e Task Force 
decided to develop the definition tbmJg^tbe Sute Board 
of Education's Administrative Code which constitutes the 
official instrument of the state for the codification of its 
rules. Changes in the Administrative Code must be^ 
submitted to the public for its^ticws, and the Task Force 
involved educational and civic groups, as well as the 
public, in the develdpment of the definition. The proposed 
' Code changes have received wide distribution throughout 
the state, but final action for adoption has not been taken 
by'uic Suit BoAu Lof^EducatioD up to the present time. 
"The definition of "thorouglrOTd^ffia does appear in 
the new law. Chapter 212, LawsSM^JS/TVev Jersey 
Statutes. * - • 



Chapter 21 2* known as the "Public School Education Act 
of .1975," weis*introduccd to the Senate in December of 
1974. In the bilV the New Jersey State Legislature 
maintains that a thorough and effigent system of public 
education "depends upon the economic, historical, social, 

- and cultural context in which that education is delivered." 

' The bill ^bes on to define the-overall goal of a thorough 
' / and efficient system of free public schools as one which 

^ '^provides all children in New Jersey, regardless of 
socioccononuc- status or geographic location, the 
educaXionai opportunity which 'will, prepare them to 
function politically; economically, and socially in a 
democratic society." 

A sutd aid program to implement the bill provides 
' ' ' approximately $300 million in additional school aid in 
. ,1976-77, representing an increase to* 39. per cent; $420 
' ~ . million by I977«t78, and increase almost 40 per cent; 
^ and $50 million in guaranteed minimum, aid to districts 



abo"^ the statewide average. The New Jersey State 
Legislature had iiot appropriated the funds for the 
prograr^roftNoveraber, 1975, and it is^possible that the 
section piwjdiilg.$50 million in guarantecdminiinum aid 
might jcopardrze legislative approvat of all furtdifig for • 
the bill. ^ ' ;\ 

'Chapter 212 contains' several provisions that -are 
consonant with methods to atuip accOunubifity: 

, • Establishment of educaliortal goals and standards 
of perfontiance, both at the state and local levels

• Encouragement of public involvement in the 
esjablishmentof the educational goals 

Review and update of 'goals and performance 
sundaKis set by the state at least once every five

• A statewide system for evaluating the performance 
ofeacbschool . 

• Evaluation and monitoring of programs, both at the 
state and local levels • ' 

Four years after the effective date of Chapter 212, the 
State Board of Education is to submit aT comprehensive 
report to ihc Governor and the New Jersey State 
Legislatur^Mich assesses the eficctivcness of the laW i» 
achieving wj^rough and efficient system.^of free public 
schools. Foifdwing a review of local school and district 
evaluation of programs, the Stafe Board of Education can 
bring action before the Superior Court if corrective steps 
are indicated from the feview and if a local board of 
education refuses to comply with the State Board's 
recommendations. 

New Jersey dnpter 16, UWsot 1975 

A second bjll, Chapter 16, Laws of 1975^ was enacted in 
New Jersey in February of 1975 which should be read in 
context with the directives in Chapter 212. The bill 
created a legislative Joint Confimittee on the Public 
Schools to monitor the system of free public schools in the 
state. Its members are scvea' senators and seven 
assemblymen. The Committee is to conduct a continuing, 
study of , the public' -school system, its financing, 
administration, and operations, and make 
recommendations for legislative action for the 
maintenance and support of a thorough and efficient 
system of free public schools. The role of the Joint 
Committee oh tHe Public Schobls, jn cooperating with the, 
Sute. Board of Education and the Commissioner of 
Education to implement the. thorough and efficient 
s)^tem, is documented in Chapter 212.

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several programs. Accountability processes also are 
obscured in state Fiscal budgets which provide funds, and 
therefore indicate support, for programs associated with 
accounubility. The Michigan State Legislature, for 
instance* has provided funds for competency-based 
teacner certification programs since 1973. It is not certain 
that the funds proposed for the comdgpicy-based 
programs -in Michigan's 1975-76 budgcJPvill remain, 
intact because the state is involved in significan{ budget 

« revisions, but proposed funds have been 'allocated to 
competency-based teacher certification proems in the 

* current Michigan^Ute budget bill not yet appfoved. 

Mississippi is an exception to these "hidden" approaches 
,to accountability. The Mississippi Slate Legislature 
enacted House Bill No. 35 in February, 1^5, which 
initiates a state educational accountability and 
assessment program. The Mississippi - Department of 
Education is to develop the program and establish a 
procedure for the continuing examination and ^pdati^g 
of adopted sute goals. Goal-related performance 

. objectives are to be identified, and procedures are to be 
established for evaluating state and school district 
performance in relation to the suted goab and obj xtives. 
Public reporting is required.'The Mississippi Depj rtment 

' of Education may appoint a state advisory comm ttee on 
educational accountability. 

Local Mississippi, school boards are required t< ^ adopt 
plans for local accounubility programs to measure the 
adequacy and cfTiciency of educational programs offered , 
by the school districts. The lo^l school boards can 
appoint citizen advisory accountability conmuttecs to 
make recommendations to the local boards. The State 
1>epartment of Education is to provide technical 
assistance to the local school districts in planning and 
implementing their programs. Inservice training for 
, personnel involved in carrying out the state's program of 
accountability is to be provided by the Mississtspi 
Department of Education. | 

The MississipfM accountability act is not a prescri|Hive 
bill; it provides broad guidelines fpr carry^ngotft the 
intent and purpose of » the bill and dXvms tne State * 
Department of Education to determine the specific 
procedures for esublishing and implonenting the 
program. * . ] 

OUoScMte BUI No. 170, 1973^ ' 

The Ohio State Legislature-mandated a state assessment 
program in the 1975 session as a result of a study by a 
legislative education review conunittee established two < 
years ajjo. This bill^ moit prescriptive in its directives 
than the Mississippi law. The Ohio Department of 
Education has been (^leratihg a Title III needs assessment 
program in reading, and the Department staff hopes to 
integrate the .needs assessment program with the new 
' assessment program mandated by law. 

Senate Bill No, 170 requires the appointment of a state 
advisory commiltce to draw up proposed plans and 
staodanis for the* assessment program after consulting 
with prof^tioQal* educators and other govemmenul 
onkials*apd The members of the advisory 

oommittee|ait io Jbe appointed by the State Board of 
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Education; pur legislators must be included in the 
membership 

J . ' 

The assessment is to be conducted annually and Hto 
provide thejdesircd information no later than the 1975->^ 
school year, which does not allow much lead timbvin^ 
preparing |for the program. A sampling of students, 
including /those from racial and cultural minority 
backgrounds, is to be assessed on a variety of subject^. 
Reading and English composition must be included 
among the subjects assessed and at several age and grade 
levels. Objective-referenced testing and a variety of test 
instruments are to be used, and data referenced to state 
and nati^ilal norms may be collected and analyzed. The 
dau wilV be used to identify educational needs according 
to socioeconomic, demographic, and other characteristics 
in a wav that will preserve the anonymity of the students, 
teachers, schools, and school districts. 

The Obio Department of Education is to evaluate 
annually, each new educational program and activity it 
adminitersthat was initiated during or after the 1975-76 
school /year. The evaluation is to show the degree to which 
the program or activity achieves its goals and objectives 
and meets the state's educational needs. This information 
is to bp open to the public. 

School districts^ are to issue annual reports of school 
programs ior each school in the district according to 
guidelines set forth by the Sute Board of Education and 
the appointed 'sute advisory committee. The reports 
should contain information about the achievements, 
probleni^, plans; and improvements in the School or school 
district, and they are to be issued to the local 
conmiunities, parents, and citizens. 

Oregoa Sctete BiU No. 829, 1975 

Many sUtes have coordinating councils for higher 
education, but some sUtes have appointed councils or 
sUte boards of educati(Hi m charge of public and private^ 
education from, kinder^rten through post-graduate 
programs. Oregon is one of these states. 

Senate Bill No. 829, enacted in Oregon's 1975 legislative 
session, amended ai^ repealed certain sections of the 
Oregon Statutes regarding the duties of the Educational 
CocHxiinating Coupcil, 'which had been in charge of all 
segments of publip and private education in the^Ute. The 
name of the Council was changed by the B^l to the 
Oregon Educatidnal Coordinating Conmiission, and the 
seven membei^ of the new' Commission are to. be 
appointed by the Governor, Ncme of the members is to be 
affiliated with governing boards or employed by or 
operating a public or private educational agency or 
institution. The Commission is to appoint an advisory 
conmiittM, and this oommittee is to represent all 
segnoents of educatioi^. 

The Bill has some accounubility aspects which apply to 
elemenUry and se^ndary education, as well as to post- ' 
sec^pdary educatiohw The Commissi<Hi is to develop, 
adopt, and, maintain a comprehensive educational plan 
and related policy" objectives, induding sUtewide 
educational goals and indicators for evaluating the 
qualiutive and quantiutive effectiveness of all aspects of 
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ediu:ation from kindergarten through post-graduate 
programs. The educational programs are to be evaluated 
to determine the extent to which identified needs are 
bii^S^met. Finally, a comprebtmive statewide data 
inforiMtion system is to be developed and implemented. 

Florida Chapter 75-284 

A comprehensive information system also received 
attention from the Florida State Legislature in 1975, first 
in Chapter 75-284 and again in the Florida State 
Appropriations Bill for 1975-76. 

Chapter 75-284 is titled the "Public Education Act of 
1975." The bill amend? previous sections of the Florida 
Statutes 1974 Supplement. Some of the amendments 
apply to the comprehensive information, accounting, and 
reporting system of sections of Florida's Educational 
Finzm^ Act of 1973, while others relate to local district 
comprehensive educational plans required by 1974 
amendments lo the Educational Finance Act of 1 973. 

Over a three-year p(priod, Florida has been developing 
procedures and standards which report program costs oft 
a school-by-school basis as required in the Educational 
Finance Act of 1973, asiwelf as on an aggregate H^strict 
basis. Before thq 1973 Act, state reporting requirements 
were on an aggregate district, functioiH)bject b^sis only. 

* The amendments detail what cost reporting is required of 
the local districts for tfee 1975-76 fiscal year^nd each 

• succeeding fiscal year, and they include the progrJun cost 
categories which will constitute the district progran^Nj[n 
addition, the Florida Department of Education, th^x 
Department of Administration, and the Department of 
Revenue are directed to investigate and study alternative ^ 
methods of public school finance jointly and in 
cooperation with the Florida State Legislature and the 
State Board of Education. Jhe law expecu full 
implementation of an alternative method to be ' 
accomplished by July 1, 1980.^ 

Each district school board is to develop a comprehensive 
annual and long-range plan thatVill meet the educational 



needs of thAdistrict in not less thad five years. The plan is 
to containmtrict goals and objectives consistent with the 
state goalsof education. The 1975 amendments to thft 
section of the law require that each local school district 
develop a method for evaluating the district's 
comprehensive plan. The results of the evaluation are to 
be reported to the Commissioner of Education. Each 
district's comprehensive plan and its plan for the 
evaluation of student performance and progress arc 
reviewed by the Commissioner. Information and 
assistance are to be provided to the professional 
educational personnel of the districu by the Florida 
Department of Education if improvement is. warranted. 

The Commissioner of Education is to develop and 
implement an integrated information system for public 
schoof educational management which will encompass 
the management decisions to be made at the school, 
district, and state levels. The information needed for su^:h 
decisions is to include the relationship between costs and 
effectiveness. Funds were appropriated in the 1975-76 
State Appropriations Bill for the development and 
implementation of the information system. The 
Commissioner of Education is to submit to the 
Legislature an interim progress report on the information 
system by February 1, 1976. 

FkMida Sute AppropriatkMis BUI of 1975-76 

The .State Appropriations Bill of 1975-76 ci^phasires the 
importance s>{ the integrated information system by 
declaring such a system to be a priority of the Florida 
State Legislature. Each school district, community 
^college, state university, and the Dei«irtment of 
Education is to give priority to improving their 
infofsmtion systems, with specific emphasis on common 
data defiiiitions and data handling procedures. Through a 
centrally /^rdinaled and supervised effort, this 
infomaation rpmn the school districts, community 
colleges, or statcN^niversitics will be used to prepare 
analyses and* reports. 



Section III. Legislation Enacted Before 1975 
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Two earlier laws have been picked up by SEAR in the 
updating of Legislation by the States which were not 
reported previously. Oiie is the Teacher Education Center 
Act which was enacted by the Florida Statp Legislature in 
1973 and amended in 1974; the other is a school 
accreditation law enacted in Kans^ in 1 972. 

The Florida Tetcker Edvcadoa Cealer Act of 1973 {Ms 
wmtmiti fai 1974) ^ 

Rprida is actively involved in the compc^ncy-bascd 
teacher educsition movement and is a member of the 
Multi'State ConscNtium on Competency-Based Teacher 
Education. Florida has produced a number of catalogues 
of teaching competencies and competency-based teacher 
training materials and support systems for prescrviec and 
inservice programs. 
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In 1973, the Florida State Legislature passed the tocher 
Education Center Act (Sections 231.600-231.610 oflhc 
Florida Statutes) for the purpose of declaring ''a new 
state policy for the ediication of teachers and to provide 
support for the developmental and operational activities 
required to implement the new policy." A State Council 
for Teacher Education Centers, consisting of six teachers, 
a superintendent, a school board member, two teacher 
educators, and two membe^ of the Department of 
Education, was estaUished to assist in the development of 
the new policy. The State Council recommended 
' ameiidmcnts to the bill which were passed in 1974. 

The local teacher education centers^afe administered by 
local councils, the members of which are appointed by the 
local school ^boards. Hie local councils recommead 
policies and procedures f^ the centers, develop goals and 



objectives, and make recommendations on an appropriate 
budget. 

The purpose of the centers is to augment present college 
and university teacher education programs, as well as to 
conduct school district inservice tijacher education 
programs. The centers also provide prcservice and 
inservice teachers time to interact with faculty and staff 
of the colleges, universities, and school' districts in a 
s^ch for the most beneficial educational experiences for 
^tuSents. Each center assesses inservice training needs as 
perceived |by class'room teachers* s(^hool district 
personnel, university personnel, and other concerned 
agencies, and the centers develop programs based ori^t^ 
identified inservicjc needs. The needs of clinical presciyice 
teacher training are assessed and provided for byJthe 
centers, and the centers also facilitate intern^ and 
external evaluation which includes data fldthering, 
process evaluation, product evaluation, and^^dation of 
teaching competency. 



method of accreditation, and generally it is proposed as 
an alternative plan for accreditation along with standard 
accreditation methods. Under a Kansas law enacted in 
1972, any local, district in the state that chooses this 
alternative plan for district-wide accreditation docs so 
voluntarily, but it is to be fdlowe(| in the context of a 
systematized educational accountability pfogram which 
the Kansas department of Education has devised for the 
local districts to establish. 

The accreditation program can be implemented by , 
' following a series of 29 steps, some of which include the 
establishment of goals: the development of performance 
objectives and a test item bank; the pretesting of students; 
analysis of test results; modification of the program for 
state board of education approval; development of a cost 
analysis program; post-testing; a total program audit and 
evaluation; annual reporting; and modification and 
recycling of the program. 



Each local center submits an!annual report to the State 
Council for Teacher Education Centers based on the 

' measurable objectives of the local center*s proposal. The 
report includes a description and evaluation of programs 
conducted under the supervision of the local centers; the 

.number of participants in local center program activities; . 
a description and evaluation of methods of local center 
operations; and a statement of local center expenditures. 
The State Council for Teacher Education reviews the 
annual reports and submits an evaluation^to the State 
Board of Education and the Florida State Legislature. '

CHAPTER 212, LAWS OF 1975. 

An Act providing for a thorough aijd efficient system of 
free public schools, a State aid program implementing 
such system, revising parts of the statutory law and 
supplementing Title 1 8 A of the New Jersey Statutes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey: 

Article I. Short Title; Legislative Findings; 
Dehnitions / 

1 . This act shall be known and may be cited as the 
"Public School Education Act of 1975." 

2. a. The Legislature finds and declares that: 

(1) The New Jersey Constitution provides that the 
maintenance and support of a thorough and efficient 
system of free public schools for the instruction of all the 
children in the State between the ages of 5 and 1 8 years is 
a legislative responsibility; 

(2) It has been determined by the Supreme Court of 
Ncw Jcrscy that the constitutional requirement has not 
been niet and that action ipust be taken to correct any' 
deficiencies; 

(3 ) Extensive efforts have been made by the Executive 
and Legislative branches of State Government and others 
since the Supreme Court*s'"decision to .determine the 
content of a thorough and e£fident system of education 
and how it may be assured; " 

(4) Because the sufficiency of education is a growing 
and;evolving concept, the .definition of a thorough and 
efficient sy^em of education and the delineation of all the 
factors necessary to be included therein, depend upon the 
economic, historical, >odal and cultural context in whfch 
that , education is (ielivered. The Legislature must, 
nevertheless, make explicit provision for the design of 
State itii local systems by which such education is 
delivered, apd should, therefore, explicitly provide after 4 
years from the effective date vflhi&sact for a major and 
comprehensive evali^tion en both tnb;^ State and local 
systems, and th& sufCidency of e^utation provided 
thereby; 

(5) In order to encourage citizen involvement in 
educational matters. New Jersey should provide for free 
public schools in a manner whict/ guarantees and 
encourage&4ocal participation consistent. with' the goal of 
a thorough and e^icient system serv^(g all of the children 

-MJf the State; 

(6) A thorough and efficient system of education 
includes local school districts in which decisions 
pertaining to the hiring and dismissal of personnel, the. 
cutriculum of the schools, the establishment of district 
budgets, and other essentially local questions are made 
democratically with a maximum of citizen involvement 
and s^f-determination and are consistent with Statewide 
goals, guidclin,es and sundards; and 



(7) Such a system should be in part locally funded to 
encourage involvement 6^ aixf assure the financial 
supervision by the resident^ of the Tscahmit, and i»-part- 
State funded, to equalize Statewide the tax effort 
required for a thorough and efficient system of free public 
schools. 

b. The Legislature, therefore, hereby accepts the 
responsibility: 

(1) To define the overall goal of a thorough and 
efficient system of free public schools in New Jersey; • 

( 2 ) To establish guidelines within which such a system 
shall operate; 

(3) To delegate to appropriate State and local 
agencies the authority: 

(a) to establish goals and objectives consistent with 
legislative guidelines, and 

(b) to define standards of performance necessary to 
indicate achievement of the goals and objectives; ^ 

' (4) To establish a funding structure which will ensure 
that adequate financial resources shall be available to 
enable a system of free public schools to ^ operate 
throughout the State; and 

(5) To monitor the system of free public schools and 
provide for corrective action when necessary to ensure 
adequate progress toward the achievement of goals and 
objectives. 

3. For the purposes of this act, unless the context 
clearly requires a different meaning: 

"Administrative order"^ means a written directive 
orderirlg specific corrective action by a district which has 
shown insufficient educational progress within a 
reasonable period of time in meeting goals and standards. 

"Approved special class pupir' means a pupil enrolled 
in any class for atypical pupils pursuant to chapter 46 of 
Title 1 8 A of the New Jersey Sututcs. 

"Approved special education services pupil" means a 
pupil receiving specific services pursuant to chapter 46 of 
Title 18A of the New Jersey Statutes but excluding pupils 
attending county special services school districts. 

"Bilingual education pupil'' means a pupil enrolled in a 
program of bilingual education approved by the Stale 
board. 

"Budgeted capital outlay" means those capital outlay 
expenditures that are included in the annual school 
budget. 

"Categorical programs" means those progrartis and 
services /ecognized in this act a^ requiring per pupil 
expenditures* over and above those applicable to regular 
programs, as provided in section 20 of this aa. 

"Current expense" means all expenses of the school 
district, as enumerated in N. J. S. l8A:22-8, other than 
those required for interest and debt redemption charges 
and any budgeted capital project. * - 

**Debt service" means and includes payments of 
prindptl and interest upon school bonds and other 
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obligations issued to finance the acquisition o( school sites 
and the acquisition, construction or reconstruction of 
school buildings, including ifurnishings, equipment and 
thexx»sts of issuance of such obligations and ^hall include 
P^xpients of priiTcipal and interest upon bonces heretofore 
issued to fund or refund such obligations, and upon 
.municipal bonds and other obligations which the 
commissioner approves as having been issued for such 
purposes. Debt service pursuant to the provisions of P. L. 
1971, c. 10 (C r8A:58-33.6 et scq.) and P. L. 1968, c. 
177 (C. 18A:33.2etscq.)isexcluded. 

"District equalized valuation per pupil" means the 
quotient resulting from dividing the total equalized 
valuations in the school district by the resident enrollment 
of the district; provided that in the determination of the 
equalized valuation per pupil of a county vocational 
school the total equalized valuations in the county shall be 
divided by the total resident enrollment in all school 
districts of the county to obtain the county vocational 
school equalized valuation per pupil. 

"Equalized valuations" means the equalized valuation 
of the taxing district or taxing districts as certified by the 
Director of the Division of Taxation onX)ctober 1 of the 

* pre-b^dget year. 

With respect tQ regional districts and their constituent* 
districts, howeveri the. equalized valuations as described 
above shall be allpcated ^mong the regional and 
constituent districts in proportion to the number of pupils 
in cacli of them. 

"Evening school pupils" means the" equated full-time 
resident enrollment of pupils enrolled in an accredited 
evening high school, an evening vocational high school, 
and in other, evening schools except schools offering 
programs for self-improvement and social enrichment. 
, ^Goals" means a written statement of educational 
aspirations for learner achievement an^i the educational 
process stated in general terms. 

/•Guaranteed valuation per 'pupil" means for the 
calculation of State support for the school year 1976-77, 
1 .3 times the S^ate average valuation per pupil, andfor all 
school years thereafter, 1.35 times the State avera^ 
valuation per pupil, rounded to the nearest thousand 
dollars, for the year in^ which the calculation of aid is 
made except as modified by section '48 hereof. 
^"^Toint Committee on the PuWic Schck)ls" means the 
Committee created pursuant to P..L. 1975, c. 16 (C. 
52:9R-letseq.). 

"Local vocational pupils" meS^ns the full-time 
equivalent of pupils enrolled in approved categorical 
vocational programs in school districts designated as local 
area vocational school districts. 

"Needs assessment" means a written analysis of the 
current status of an educational system in terms of. 
achieving its goals. 

"Net current expqpse budget" means the balance after 
deducting ( 1 ) State support for categorical programs 
pursuant to section 20 of this act, (2) the transportation 

* amount in the current expense budget and (3) all other 
revenue in the current expense budget e^^cept the amount 



to be raised by local taxation, equalization State support, 
and State support for approved transportation. 

"Net current expenses per pupij" means the quotient 
resulting from dividing the net current expense budget by 
the resident enrollment. 

"Net debt service and budgeted capital outlay" means 
the balance after deducting all revenues from the school 
debt service and budgeted capital outlay budgets of the 
school district and the school debt service amount 
included in thjc municipal budget, except the amount to be 
raised by local taxation and State support. 

"Objective" means^ written statement of the intended 
outcome of a specific educational process. 

"Pre-budget year" means the school year preceding the 
year in which the school budget will be implemented. 

"Resident enrollment" means the number of pupi 
who are resident of the district and are enrolled in day or 
approved evenin^^ schools on the last school day oj 
September of thfe^e-budgetyear and are attending t^ 
public schools of the districtfor a school district or State 
college demonstration School to which the district of 
residence pays tuition; provided that a district shall count 
pupils regularly attending both the schools of the district 
and of a county vocational school in the same county on' 
an eqi^ated full-time basis. 

"Standards" means the pr^ss and stated levels of 
proficiency used in determining the extent to which goals 
and objectives are being met.* 

"State average net current expense budget per pupil" 
means the quotient resulting from dividing the total net 
current expense budget of all districts in the State by the 
totih^dent enrollment>n the State, 

"State average valuation per pupil" means the quotient 
resulting from dividing the total equalized valuations in 
th|C Sute as certified by the Director of the Division of 
Taxation on-October 1 by the toul resident enrollment in 
the State. In the event that the equalized table cei;tified 
by the Director of the Division of Taxation shall be 
revised by the Division of Tax Appeals on or before 
January 30 of the next succeeding year, such revised 
valuation shall be used in any recomputation of aid for an 
individual district filing such appeal but will have no 
effect upon the State average valuation per pupil. 

"State compensatory education pupil" means a pupil 
who is enrolled in preventive and remedial programs, 
approved b^v^he State board, supplemental to the regular 
programs anJKdcsigned to assist pupils who ^ave 
academic, social,/economic or environmental neef s that 
prevent them^rdm succeeding jn regular ^dKwl 
programs. 

"State support limit" means the sixty-fifth percentile 
net current expense budget per pupil for the prebudget 
year when all district figures are ranked from low to high. 
The State support limit shall be calculated and applied 
separately for (a) limited purpose regional districts 
offering, grades 9 through 12, (b) limited purpose 
regional districts offering grades 7 through 12, provided, 
however, that the figure used for such districts shall bc'^ 
not less than 90% of the sixty-fifth percentile for limited 
purpose regional districts offering grades 9 through 12,

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(c) constituent districts of limited purpose regional 
districts offering grades 9 through I2/(dV^nstituent 
districts of limited purpose regional distncts offering 
grades 7 through 12, provided, however, ti^he figure 
used for such districts shall be not less than 90% of the 
sixty-fifth percentile for constituent districts of limited 
purpose regional districts offering grades 9 through 12, 
and (e) all other districts. 

Article II. Goals, Standards and Guidelines; 
Procedures of Evaluation; Enforcement 

4. The goal of a thorough and efficient system of free 
public schools shall be to provide to all children in New 
Jersey, regardless of socioeconomic status or geographic 
location, the educational opportunity which will prepare 
them to function politically, economical^ and socially in 
a democratic society. 

5. A thorough and efficient system of Jrec public 
schools shall include the following major elements, which 
shall serve as guidelines for the achievenKnt of the 
legislative goal and the implementation of this act: 

^. Establishment of educational goals at both the State 
and local levels; « 

b. Encouragement of public involvement in the 
establishment of educational goals; . 

c. Instruction intended to produce the attainment of 
reasonable levels of proficiency in the basic 
communications and computational skills; 

d. A breadth of program offerings designed to develop^ 
the individual talent^ and abilities of pupils; 

e. ^ Programs and* supportive services for all pupils 
especially those who are educationally disadvantaged or 
who have special educational needs; 

f. Adequately equipped, sanitary and secure physical 
facilities and adequate materials and supplies; 

g. Qualified instructional and other personnel; 

h. Efficient administrative procedures; 

i. An adequate State program of research and 
development; and 

j. Evaluation and monitoring programs at both the 
State and local levels. 

6. The State board, after consultation with the 
commissioner and review by the Joint Commitiee on the 
Public Schools shall (a) establish goals and sta;ndards 
which shA\ be applicable to all public schools in the State, 
and which shall be consistent with the goals and 
guidelines established pu|puant to sections 4 and S of this 
act, and (b) make rule|s concerning procedures for the 
establishment of particular educational goals, objectives 
add standards by local boards of education. 

7. Each* local board of education shall establish 
particular educational goals, objectives and standards 
pursii^nt to rules prescribed by the State'board. 

8. The State board after consultation with the^ 
^mmissipner and review by the Joint 0£>mmittce^n the 

IjcSchools shall, from tin^e to time, lilU^at least once 
eyeryrS^Q^, review and update the State goals and 
standards ^hri4{shed pursuant to this act. In I'eviewing 
.and updating th^b^^b and standards, the State board 
shall consult witn/S^d be assisted by, (a) the 



Commissioner of Labor and Industry who, in consultation^ 
with employer and employee groups, shall report annually 
to the State board projecting labor needs and describing 
employment qualifications in New Jersey, (b) the 
Chancellor of Higher Education who, in consultation 
with the institutions of higher education in the State, shall 
report annually to the State board on entry recnijirements 
and anticipated enrollment leflls, (c) the Coc^issioner 
of Health who shall report annually to the State board on 
the current and. projected health needs in New Jersey, (d) 
the Commissioner of Institutions and Agencies who shall 
report annually to the State board on the education of 
pupils under the jurisdiction of the department, and (e) 
slich other employees and officers of the State as may be 
able to assist the State board in its activities pursuant to 
this section. 

9. The commissioner, in cooperation with local school 
districts, shall from time tatime, but at least once every S 
years, direct a odmprehensive needs assessment program 
of all pupils in the State in light of State goals and 
standards, and $hall make the results of the needs 
assessment prograhi avai&ble to local school districts, 
which districts shall review and update their pstrticular 
educational goals, objectives and standards to meet those 
needs. All such results shall be made public.^ , 

10. For the purpose of evaluating the thoroughness 
and efficiency of all the public^hools of the State, the 
commissioner, with the approval of the State board and 
after review by the Joint Committee on the Public 
Schools, shall develop and administer a uniform. 
Statewide system for evaluating thb performance of each 
schooK Such a system shall be based in part on annual 
te s ti ng for achievement in basic skill aseas, and in part on 
such other means as the commissioner deems proper in 
order te^) determine pupil status and needs» (b) ensure 
pupil progress, and (c) assess tt)« degree to which the 
educational objectives have beeA^chieved. 

1 1 . Each school district shall make an annual report of 
its progress in conforming to the goals, objectives and 
Standards developed pursuant to this act. Eacb^district's 
annual report shall include but not be limited to: 

a . Demographic data reiaiedto each schooft 

b. Results of assessment programs, including 
Statewide and district testing conducted at each school; 

c. Information on each school's fiscal operatioji, 
including the budget of each school; 

d. Results of each school's effectiveness in achieving^ 
State, district and^school goals and objectives applicable 
to the pupils; 

e. ' Plans and programs for professional improvement; 

f. Plans to carry out innovative or experimental 
educational programs designed to improve the quality of 
education; and , ' 

g. Recommendations for school improvements during^ 
the ensuing year. 

Additionally, the State Board of Education may 
froitt time to time require each district to submit a 
facilities survey, including current use praptices and 
projected capital project needs, but not mor/b frequently 
than on^every 2 years. ^ 
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The district reports shaU be submitted ^to the 
commissioner by July 1 of each year and he shall make 
them the basis fo; an annual report to the Governor and 
the Legislatyrc, describing the condition of education in 
New Jersey, the efforts of New Jersey schools in meeting 
the standards of a thorough and efficient education^ the 
sjteps underway to correct deficiencies' in school, 
performance, and the progress of New Jersey school*- in 
comparison toother state education systemain the United^ 
States. . N 

12. In addition to 'the annual reports required by 
section 1 1 of this act, the State board shall, 4 years after 
the effective date of this asi^,- make a comprehensive 
report to the Governor and the Legislature assessing the 
effectiveness of this act in producing a thorough and, 
efficient system of free public schools. The report shall 
include an account of the progress of each local school 

.district in meeting the goals, objectives and standards 
prescribed under sections 6 and 7 of this act, identify 
those districts and schools which fail to meet them, and 
make recommendations, if necessary, for hastening the 
elimination of any deficiencies.
